(ESPECIALLY IMPORTANT IN VIEW OF PRIVATE MEETINGS YOU HAVE ASKED 
FOR) ETC. - A MAXIMUM OF POSSIBLY EIGHT PERSONS, AND 

(B) WHILE WE BELIEVE A GENERAL PRESS CONFERENCE WOULD BE 
EXCELLENT, AT THE LEAST WE SUGGEST A MEETING, PREFERABLY ON 
THE RECORD, WITH FIVE OR SIX TOP ARGENTINE REPORTERS. THIS 

IS IMPORTANT SINCE ARGENTINE MEDIA DO NOT KNOW YOU AND IT 
WOULD BE USEFUL THROUGH THEM TO MAKE A REASONED, THOUGHTFUL 
PRESENTATION OF U.S. POLICIES THAT COULD NOT BE MATCHED BY 
REAMS OF PRESS RELEASES. YOU MAY ALSO EXPECT TO BE MET BY 
REPORTERS AT AIRPORT, AS YOU LEAVE THE FOREIGN MINISTRY AND 
POSSIBLY WHEN YOU LEAVE THE PRESIDENCY. THIS IS GENERALLY 
DONE IN THE CASE OF IMPORTANT VISITORS.
